!• A man appeared at the Central Building today claiming to be 
a Miami lawyer representing some fifty-eight Cubans. He was routed 
to us and came up to see me this afternoon. He identified himself 
as A. V. Bethencourt, 902 Biscayne Building, Miami, Florida, telephone 
number FR 308-83 • (Mart indale -Hubbell lists a man by that nanya at the 
Biscayne Building, born in 1918, admitted to the Florida Bar in 1951, 
B.B.A. and LL.B. from the University of Miami.) 


2 . Mr • Bethencourt stated that he has a power of attorney from 
some fifty-eight Cubans authorizing him to act for them. He did not 
have the document with him but assured me he could produce it. Also, 
he did not have the names of his fifty-eight clients but could furnish 
them to us. The Cubans were in the invasion effort; they have not 
received salary for the months of June and July and are demanding to 
be paid. He said there are also a number of wives of Cuban prisoners, 
not his clients, who are also making demands, and probably they will 
become his clients also. These individ ual s have been paid heretofore 
by U. 6. Government checks. I
